Likud courts religious parties 
to form rightist government 


TEL AVIV (R) — With no dear 
victor in Israel's general election 
Prime . Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
Wednesday sought the backing of 
strengthened religious parties for 
a right-wing coalition. 

Neither Shamir's Likud Party 
nor Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres's Labour Party won a clear 
majority in Tuesday’s general 
elections. 

But Likud, far-right parties and 
the right-leaning religious parties 
won 64 out of the 120 seats in 
parliament. 

Likud ministers said they were 
confident they would be able to , 
form Israel's next government, 
but the religious parties bolding 
the balance of power with 18 seats. 
— a major surge from 12 — 
played Likud and Labour off one 
another. 

“The prime minister asked us 
to participate with him in setting 
up a government,” Staas party 
leader rabbi Yitzhak PeretzsaicL 
“We said it depends on the de- 
gree to which Likud will march to 
our demands.” 

His ultra-orthodox party, 
which is the Largest after Likud 
and Labour with six seats, repre- 
sents observant Jews of mainly 


Middle Eastern and North Afri- 
can origin. 

“It is more reasonable to 
assume that Likud will form the 
coalition but we cannot rale out 
the possibility that the govern- 
ment will be formed by Labour 
with the help of the religious 
parties,” Peretz said. 

Peres had similar talks with 
religious Knesset (parliament) 
members but Israeli- political 
analysts said the religious bloc 
was probably talking to Labour 
mainly to extract a higher price 
from Likud. 

The four elected religious par- 
ties said they would demand leg- 
islation to enforce public observ- 
ance of the Jewish sabbath and 
seek control of marriage cere- 
monies and the registration of 
converts as Jews. 

They were also expected to 
seek money for their schools and 
institutions as well as several 
cabinet seats. 

Such power for the orthodox 
seemed likely to cause friction 
between Israel and America’s 
powerful 5.5 million Jews, most 
of whom belong to less strict 
reform or conservative move-

cil session,” said the statement. 

The GCC communique warned 
that the situation in Lebanon also 
. threatened to lead to “tension m 
Arab relations.” 

Osseiran to sack Aoun 

Lebanon’s defence minister- 
said Wednesday he would, sack 
the country's army commander 
Michel Aoun, who also heads the 
rival military government. 

Political sources said this would 
split the army, which is already 
divided, and increase. the possibil- 
ity of a military showdown. 


But Iran has not rejected the 
Red Cross request out of hand, 
ICRC spokesman Jurg Bischoff 
told Reuters. 

The Iranians have said they are 
studying the proposal and will 
accept in principle one part of it 
which calls for the reciprocal ex- 
change of sick and wounded pris- 
oners. Fifty such prisoners were 
exchanged Sunday. 

Iran rejected Wednesday the 
Iraqi proposal saying a troop 
withdrawal should come first, the 
I ranian news agency CRNA re- 
ported. 

“At a lime when there is the 
threat of resumption of active 
war, the most urgent issue is the 
withdrawal of forces in order to 
strengthen the ceasefire," IRNA 
quoted the spokesman of Iran’s 
foreign ministry, Morteza Sarma- 
di, as saying in Geneva. 

Conference sources said Iran 
might have been reluctant to give 
in immediately on the prisoners 
issue in order to press Iraq to 
withdraw from its territory. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati was scheduled to 
meet Sommaruga Thursday. 

Adz said agreement at the 
Geneva peace talks on settling 
the eight-year conflict might take 
time.

education at school level 


AMMAN (Petra) — Inclusion of 
health education courses in 
Jordanian school curricula was 
discussed at a meeting held at the 
Health Ministry Wednesday 
attended by representatives of 
different ministries and three 
U.N. organisations. 

Health Ministry’s Primary 
Health Care Department Direc- 
tor Suleiman Qub'ain, who 
addressed the meeting, empha- 
sised the need to promote health 
education at the school level in 
implementation of directives by 
His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan. 

Health care is an integral part 
of the country's social and econo- 
mic development, Qub'ain told 
the meeting, which was attended 
by representatives of the minis- 
tries of education and health, and 
the World Health Organisation 
(WHO), the United Nations 
Children's Fund (UNICEF) and 
the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organisa- 
tion (UNESCO). 


The Ministry of Health is intro- 
ducing programmes in schools in 
cooperation with the Ministry of 
Education and the three U.N. 
organisations to promote public 
health awareness in general, and 
specially at schools, Qub’ain said. 

He said that the plan was being 
adopted in implementation of re- 
commendations passed by the 
first national educational confer- 
ence held here last year. 

Qub'ain said that plans were 
being made to incorporate the 
school health programmes with 
the Ministry of Health's general 
primary health care services, 
which would allow school chil- 
dren to have periodic examina- 
tion and vaccinations. 

Representatives of the U.N. 
agencies also addressed the meet- 
ing explaining that the new 
courses at schools would entail 
teaching students about safe en- 
vironment, social life and services 
and activities that would promote 
genera] health. 


Palestinians vow 


fiercer uprising 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Palestinians said the 
strong showing of right-wing par- 
ties in Israel's elections would 
Juel a fiercer uprising in the occu- 
pied territories, where troops 
Wednesday shot to death one 
Palestinian and wounded 15. 

Nablus businessman Said Ke- 
naan said Tuesday's balloting 
meant the Israeli electorate had 
rejected a peace process and was 
determined to hold onto all of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

“It’s obvious Israelis don’t 
want peace,” said Kenaan. “But 
we will hit back. The moderate 
voice in the Palestinian camp is 
finished.” 

Wednesday's death raised to 
316 the number of Palestinians 
killed in the nearly 11-month-old 
uprising. 

The confrontations came as 
Palestinians throughout the occu- 
pied territories shuttered their 
shops and halted transportation 


to mark the anniversary of the 
Balfour Declaration. 

Hanna Siniora, editor of the 
daily Al Fajr, said Israeli voters 
who gave the Likud bloc and its 
right-wing allies 46 seats in the 
120-member parliament had 
voted for “more tension and con- 
frontation.” 

“The Palestinians will now only 
intensify their efforts to end the 
occupation and achieve national 
rights," Siniora said. 

Among the hardline parties to 
win mandates was Moledet 
(“homeland"), which advocates 
expelling Palestinians from the 
occupied lands. 

Siniora said that although most 
Palestinians reacted to the ballot- 
ing with gloom and resignation, 
many nevertheless believed that a 
right-wing government would be 
able to break free of the uneasy 
holding pattern forced on the 
outgoing coalition of Labour and 
Likud. 


Scud-Bsin Kabul 
raises U.S. concern 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
arrival of at least two new Soviet 
missiles in Kabul has raised U.S. 
concern about Pakistan’s security 
and whether there will be a delay 
in the second stage of the Soviet 
army’s withdraw] from Afgha- 
nistan. 

The SS-1 Scud rockets were 
displayed in the Afghan capital 
after Under-Secretary of State 
Michael Armacost complained to 
Soviet Ambassador Yuri Dubi- 
nin Monday about sending long- 
range TU26 backfire bombers 
into combat there for the first 
time. 

The Soviets are backing the 
Afghan government against U.S.- 
armed rebels in a war that has 
raged for nearly nine years. On 
Aug. 15, the Soviets completed 
the pullout of more than half the 


100,000 troops that had fought 
alongside the pro-Moscow gov- 
ernment. 

The remaining troops must de- 
part by Feb. 15 under an agree- 
ment signed in Geneva last 
spring. The Soviets hinted recent- 
ly that the second stage would 
begin Nov. 15. But a U.S. offi- 
cial, who spoke Tuesday on con- 
dition of anonymity, said that 
might be delayed. 

He also said the United States 
would see to k that the rebels had 
as “adequate” arsenal, although 
missiles to match the Scuds prob- 
ably would not be provided 
through Pakistan. 

Two Scud-B missiles, which 
have the range of about 28) 
kilometres, were displayed in 
Kabul, the official said.

clashes with security forces, 
which erupted Oct. 4. 

It was officially an act of 
clemency to mark Tuesday’s 34th 
anniversary of the start of the 
armed insurrection against 
French colonial rule, but the 
move appeared designed to en- 
courage .a high turnout Thursday 
in a referendum on constitutional 


changes. 

Voters are being asked to con- 
sider measures which will make 
the prime minister and his gov- 
ernment answerable to the 
elected National Assembly, but 
the result has increasingly been 
seen as a vote of confidence in 
Benjcdid’s leadership. 

On Sunday — a day before 
announcing die releases — the 
president sacked his unpopular 
deputy and another leading mem- 
ber of the government. 

The action was seen as in- 
tended to demonstrate he would 
keep his word on introducing real 


change to one-party rule in 
Algeria. 

In the bead of state's tradition- 
al Nov. 1 address to the nation, 
Benjedid said: 

“These reforms serve only the 
general interest and will continue 
in the framework of constitution- 
al legality.” 

Posters plastered to the walls of 
the capital proclaim: “For the' 
future, for democracy.”

PEKING (R) — A Chinese court Wednesday sentenced a 
25-year-old Iranian to .eight years imprisonment foe entering the 
country on false passports and co mmi tti n g 37 cheque frauds in 
Peking hotels and basics. The Peking Evening News said Moham- 
mad Imami entered China with fake Saudi Arabian and Pakistani 
passports and cashed traveSets cheques that had previously- been 
reported lost to obtain 130,000 yuan ($35,000).

Shawerma) remain at 170 fils per 
dish. 

Earlier there were public com- 
plaints in the local press that the 
price of popular foods had gone 
up, and appeals were made for 
the Ministry of Supply to inter- 
vene and stop such practices. 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Supply said that all meat prices 
sold by popular restaurants spe- 
cially shawerma will remain the 
same and that large quantities of 
chick peas with which Hummus is 
made are available at the minis- 
try's warehouses and sold at JD 
175 per tonne, according to 
Petra.

Ministry takes steps to upgrade 
courses at community colleges 


By. a Jordan Times Staff Writer 

AMMAN — The Ministry of Higher Education 
Wednesday held a one-day seminar for deans of 
public and private c ommuni ty colleges in Jordan to 
explain the new curricula which wOl be applied by 
these colleges and measures that will be taken to 
upgrade their courses. 


Minister of Higher Education 
Nassereddin AI Assad addressed 
the opening session, explaining 
that new plans are still ex- 
perimental and subject to amend- 
ments, and therefore the deans 
were welcome to offer their 
assistance to the ministry and 
contribute to the success of the 
new plans, according to the Jor- 
dan News Agency. Petra. 

Assad criticised as little and 
insufficient the number of credit 
hours for specialised subjects at 
community colleges and said that 
they merely formed 50 per cent of 
the total number of credit hours 
taken by the students in their 
training courses, the agency said. 

The seminar, according to Pet- 
ra, aims to orient the deans on 
the new curricula and to seek 
their help in implementing the 
ministry's plans. 

Earlier this year, the minister- 
was quoted as saying that the 
Ministry of Higher Education was 


involved in measures for promot- 
ing the work and the quality of 
the community colleges. Assad 
told a meeting to discuss college 
programmes that certain criteria 
would be followed by all the 57 
community colleges in the King- 
dom, which offer training to some 
40,000 students in various spe- 
cialisations. 

Assad was ' also quoted as 
saying that a greater measure of 
cooperation between the colleges 
and the four Jordanian universi- 
ties would be introduced to allow 
college students to continue their 
higher studies at these universi- 
ties. 

Wednesday's seminar was bro- 
ken up into two sessions one of 
which was devoted to discussing 
the new courses and the other 
tackled the role of deans of col- 
leges in their implementation, 
according to Petra. 

It said that a second seminar 
for community colleges will be 


held on Nov. 9 and will be 
attended by heads of various de- 
partments at the community col- 
leges, to discuss the new curricula 
and teaching methods. 

At least 150 participants were 
expected to take part in the 
second seminar which will also 
last for one day, the agency said. 

Petra said that a thud seminar 
will be held during the holiday 
that follows the first academic 
‘terra, and it will be attended by 
the teaching staff of community 
colleges. 

It said in the two-day meeting 
participants will be divided into 


for groups to discuss program- 
mes, academic and engineering 
courses, vocational and para- 
medic courses, commercial and 
business as well as social studies. 

The third seminar, according to 
Petra, is aimed to orient the 
teaching staff on the new teaching 
methods, and training prog- 
rammes. 

According to the agency, the 
three seminars are in imple- 
mentation of recommendations 
by the first national educational 
conference which was held last 
year. 


Assad, Iraqi delegation

AMMAN (Petra) — A visiting 
Iraqi educational delegation 
Wednesday called at the Ministry 
of Higher Education and discus- 
sed bilateral cooperation with the 
minister. Dr. Nassereddin AI

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Jor dan Timn T | Italy, the land of diversity, assumes major 
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Moderation vs. 
extremism 

THE results of die Israeli general election would tend to 
indicate that, at worst, a majority of Israelis adheres to rigid 
rightwing policies that are against peace and justice for all 
the peoples of die area, and, at best, that the political 
stalemate in Israel will predude any movement towards a 
negotiated Arab-Israeli settlement in the near future. 

The Israeli electorate continues to reflect long-term trends 
that first appeared with the rise to power of the Likud in the 
late 15170s: a strengthening of rightwing, militaristic and 
messianic sentiments, and a fragmentation of more liberal 
sentiments in the centre and left of the political spectrum. 

In the face of a continuation of this trend, the Arab World 
most react in a rational and meaningful manner, one that 
would strengthen our long-term political aspirations while 
remaining faithful to the principles and concepts that have 
guided us to date. 

The political position which the Arab World has advo- 
cated since the Fez summit of 15182 remains correct and 
valid. We should continue to advocate movement towards a 
negotiated settlement of the Arab-Israeli conflict in a 
manner which adheres both to Arab demands for Palesti- 
nian national rights and for the sovereign rights of existing 
Arab states, as well as to principles of international political 
legitimacy which have been universally accepted for many 
years. 

If the people of Israel indicate that they are not yet ready 
for an honourable peace based on justice for all, we should 
take this as an opportunity to reaffirm once again our 
concept of peace with justice. Our concept is morally right, 
and one day it w3i also prove politically fruitftil — no matter 
what the people of Israel do in their mood of political 
extremism and indecision. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Leading Arabic daily newspapers Wednesday commented on 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai's statement to Reuters news agency in 
which be tackled the situation in the Middle East, relations with 
the PLO and the Israeli elections. 

Al Ra’I daily echoed Rifai’s remark that a victory for the Likud 
would mean a recipe for disaster because, it said, the Likud 
leaders bas been bent on destroying all chances for peace based 
on U.N. Security Council Resolution 242. The present Israeli 
policies spearheaded by the Likud, the paper said, can by no 
means help the cause of peace, and therefore a Likud victory 
would spell out disaster for the peace prospect. As Prime Minister 
Rifai said the Likud's continued rejection of peace based on • 
justice and recognition of the Palestinian people's rights means a 
clear orientation towards war and continued acts of aggression - 
against the Arabs, and continued occupation of their territory, the 
paper noted. The Likud’s position, the paper concluded leaves 
the Arabs only with one alternative: to fight and to maintain the 
struggle with all their might to regain their rights and their 
usurped lands. 

Al Dnstour daily said that a victory for the Likud means a loss of 
any chance for peace in the Middle East, but a victory for Labour 
can by no means lead to peace next day. Jordan the paper added, 
monitors the presidential elections in the USA as does the outside 
world especially as the Middle East question could be on the top 
of priorities before the new man in the White House: Both 
elections are important and could bring about a change in the 
political map of Israel or the USA, the paper noted. It echoed 
Rifai’s hope that cooperation between ' the two superpowers 
would undoubtedly help to bring about a just solution for the 
Middle East problem like did to other regional issues. The paper 
concluded by reiterating that Jordan continues to adhere to its 
position of demanding a just and lasting peace, and regardless of 
who wins in either election, it believes that peace can only come 
through an international conference in which all concerned 
parties are represented, in order to implement U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242 that can end the Arab-Israeli conflict. 



ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


Municipal reforms 

THE editor of Al Dustour daily writes Wednesday about the 
future role of municipal councils in Jordan in the light of 
recommendations and resolutions passed by a seminar on the 
work and projects of the Amman, Zarqa and Balqa governorates. 
The recommendations clearly indicate a new orientation in the 
council's work which is to be decentralised as far as possible and 
which will be entrusted with the task of carrying out regional 
development and introduce reform on a large scale, the writer 
notes. Therefore it becomes imperative that local councils in 
different areas join their resources and efforts and form inte- 
grated units to provide better municipal services to the public, the 
writer suggests. He says, for the merged councils to do a good job, 
one expects that their staff be offered better qualifications 
through training, and that their cadres be given the chance to 
acquire further education about the councils’ financial administra- 
tive and legal affairs. If the recommendations adopted by the 
seminar are implemented, the writer concludes, then one can 
expect a real development in toe social and economic fields not 
oniyin toe three regions but throughout the country as a whole. 


Jordan Times editorial page editor Abdulla Hassa- 
nat recently made a tour of economic and political 
institutions in Rome and Turin, and provides the 
following observations on one of the world's most 
complex and dynamic societies: 


WOULD you believe that Pope 
John Paul II is communist? Of 
course not; The head of toe Ro- 
man Catholic Oiurcb can be any- 
thing but certainly not a com- 
munist. 

But Sadia, a student of medi- 
cine at toe University of Rome, is 
convinced that the Polish-born 
Pope is red. “Why do we have all 
those Poles in the streets of 
Rome?” she asks. 

Sacba is a new Italian breed — 
neofacists. Like many of the dis- 
gruntled in affluent Europe she 
blames her ill-fortune on fore- 
igners. “We have a commuist 
pope now; next will have a black 
one,” she protests. 

Like Le Pens' brand of extreme 
right in southern France, Sacba 
comes from Napoli, where North 
African and less-skilled Italians 
are concentrated. Italy has wit- 
nessed, during the first half of this 
year, a number of racial inci- 
dents. In one inddent, a coloured 
woman and her child were chased 
out of a public transport bus in 
Rome because of their colour. 

Most Italians, however, are 
tolerant of foreigners. Unlike 
Sacha they know that foreigners, 
in Italy and elsewhere, only do 
merial jobs — jobs that locals 
shun. 

But because Italy's health, edu- 
cational and transportation sys-

terns are not among toe best iu 
Europe, lower class people are 
dis-yttisfi ed. T his disMti lrf^nn is 
further aggravated by the fact 
that Italy is growing wealthier 
and wealthier. In the past 10 
years Italy jumped from toe rank 
of the seventh industrialised na- 
tion to the fifth. And toe afflu- 
ence is unconcealable in Italy. 

So why then did a country as 
rich as Italy fail to accord its 
citizens, especially southerners, 
toe benefits of the welfare state 
enjoyed by other Europeans? 
Many, especially outsiders, 
would argue that Italy’s “unst- 
able” political system was re-* 
sponsible. Not so, maintains Dr. 
Enricbo Foschi, president of the 
Parliament Journalists Associa- 
tion. 

“On the contrary,” he says, 
“the political system is very 
stable. The political parties in 
power are the same si ace toe end 
of toe war.” 

Despite the fact that Italy bad 
48 governments in 40 years, pow- 
er in Italy was maintained in the 
hands of mainly toe Social Demo- 
crats in coalition with other par- 
ties, and since the sixties in coali- 
tion with the Socialists. 

The communists, although 
kept out of national political pow- 
er. until recently had control over 
the majority of Italy’s municipal 
councils. 

On foreign policy the parties 
differ but do not part. The spec- 
trum of political agenda is not so 
wide. The Christian Democrats 


wholeheartedly back for the 
Western alliance (NATO). 

The Soidalists only want a fair 
deal; while the communists had, 
over the years, accepted that Italy 
is a Western nation and that its 
defence must be maintained with- 
in toe framework of toe Western 
alliance. 

And while Italians erf post- 
World War II wrangled over con- 
secutive coalition governments', 
programmes, industry kept toe 
pace; thanks to the Marshal plan 
and as initial injectioh of S10 
billion during 1948-1952. It is in 
fact industrial reconstruction in 
40 years that lifted Italy to toe 
rank of toe fifth industrialised 
nation. 

This Italian miracle owes it to 
giants like FIAT, ERI and ENT, 
and to a banking system that, 
although slow and inept, is for- 
midably huge- 

The giants 

Alitalia, toe national carrier, 
toe tenth ranking airline in toe 
world, is owned by IRI, Institute 
per la Ricostruzione Industriale, 
(Institute for the Reconstruction 
of Industry). “IRI owns 80.7 per 
cent of the airline's shares,” said 
one Alitalia official who tod not 
want to be identified. 

IRI, a conglomerate state bold- 
ing company, was responsible for 
the reconstruction of post-war 
Italy. At the moment IRI activi- 
ties amount to seven per cent of 
toe fixed investment and four per 
cent of employment and value- 
added. IRI also runs and owns 
IRF, Italian television and radio, 
all public transport and toe whole 
network of telephones. 

IRI also owns 45 per cent of the 
Italian motorway network, and 
17 per cent of domestic banking 


operations, including 14 per cent 
of lira deposits. The company has- 
100 per cent of the shares in iron, 
55 per cent of steel, seven per 
cent of hot rolled steel. 

.The company’s net foreign 
sales for toe year 1986 stood at 
$7.2 billion. 

Another public holding giant is 
the ENI (Ente NazonaJ Idrocar- 
buri), group, Italy’s leader in toe 
field of oil exploration, refineries, 
shipping and distribution. It owns 
toe oil giant Agip, 

ENI is also in petrochemicals. 

“ENI was established in 1953 
to guarantee Italy’s energy supp- 
ly.” said Clandio Capsoui, toe 
company’s Middle East and 
North Africa area manager. 

It was ENI companies that laid 
toe “lid of the sea” •— the pipe- 
line that carries Algeria's oil and 
gas to Europe. ENI is the sixth 
biggest international oil com- 
pany. Another gent is FlATl 

FIAT owned by the Agnelli 
family, tops this year’s autosales 
in the European market with a 
sizeable 16 per cent, up from 14.3 
per cent in 1987. This achieve- 
ment against tough competition 
from West German and Japanese 
car manufactures is testimony to 
toe country's advancement in 
technology. In toe domestic mar- 
ket FIAT registered a growth of 
31 per cent, an indicator of toe 
growth of wealth in the Italian 
society. 

Italy's trade with the world is ' 
handled by toe I talian Institute 


for Foreign Trade (ICE). “ICE 
has 170 offices abroad,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Ferrurio Sarti, the 
organisation's deputy director. 
“Our offices collect information 
about prospects for Italian ex- 
ports,” he said. . 

But despite toe efforts of ICE 
Italy is also in the red; deficit 
equals gross national product and 
banks are swollen with deposits 
because' of restrictions on interest 
rates. The economy needs some 
reforms and this is toe aim of 
Prime Minister Ciricaq de Mita. 

Unless the monetary system is 
■ reformed there are fears that by 
1992, when national borders will' 
’be dismantled in Europe, the 
system won’t be capable of sus- 
taining the realities of a totally 
free European market. 

Another task that the govern- 
ment is tackling is the reform of 
parliamentary system, vote 
shares and secret balloting. 

According to Dr. Stefano Riz- 
zo, secretary to toe Chamber of 
Deputies, “the old voting system 
protected parliamentarians 
agains t bullying from their own 
- party, other parties (neo-fascists) 
or organised crime.” 

Many law inforcement officers, 
judges, parliamentarians and 
even politicians have lost their 
lives to organised crime or terror- 
ist groups. 

However, at a recent voting at 
the Chamber of Deputies, de 
Mita was able to push through a 
bill abolishing secret balloting. 


These are two v^ry jfenshjyg 
issues.- 

Another task that anrafes & 
Mita or any other prime rnmiet^ 
is to spread industrial growth, 
. concentrated mainly in.theiurth^ 
to the south. One industrial 
boasted that Rome was already 
ringed by industry. . " 

But south of toe capital* indu^ 
try is still not as advanced as in 
the north because, some say, the 
purchasing-power of people north 
of Italy is. stronger thin, neigh- 
bour in North Africa.- ... - 

But Italians have also interests 
in toe south,' in North African 
and the Arab World. Giants like 
FIAT, ENI, and IRI are looking 
for more investment opportuni- 
ties in the Third World. 

So inspite of Sacba V fears, of 
communist or black popes, the 
Italians, in parliament, govern- 
ment . or industry, are looting 
ahead for a brighter future. Their 
relation and proximity, to. Africa 
and toe Arab World put them ip a 
unique position. Italy a long-time 
leader in European affairssince h 
extends into toe Mediterranean 
like a bridge between North and 
SOuth. 

As toe world shrinks and bar- 
riers are dismantled, perhaps, in 
a decade or two Italy wflL have a 
black pope, an affluent society, 
many North Africans running, the 
wheels of Italian industry — and 
a certain Dr. Sacha running a 
clinic for the less-fortunate Afri- 
can blacks.

“Mais cela ne 
justifie pas ces hausses de prix 
disproportionnfees par rapport ft 
la bai^e rfeelle du dinar. Surtout 
pour des produits couramment 


stockfes pour 3 ou 4 mois par les 
grossistes, comme les boftes de 
conserve ou la lessive, 1 ’ s’insurge 
M. Abu-Abdullah. Attention, 


mouchoirs eu papier locaux 
(Fine, Soft, etc.) ont augmentfe 
peu avant la chute du dinar, ea 
raison d’une taxe nouvelle im- 
pose le mois dernier sur les 
importations, en l'occurence de 
pulpe de papier (310 fils contre 
280 fils la boite de 200). 

Mais que dire des haricots, 
champignons et autres thoos en 
boites qui ont augmentfe deux fois 
en un mois, alors que, selon les 
commerqants de dfetafl, les stocks 
sont abondants chez les gros- 
sistes?

Mais cette interdiction s'applique 
aussi aux grossistes et le ministfere 
serait bien avisfe de jeter un oeil 
plus attentif sur eux. Us rfepercu- 
tent dfeja les effets de la chute du 
dSnar, alors qu’ils ne les subissent 
pas encore. Ils profitent de la 
situation psycbologique pour 


feire monter leurs prix sans au- 
cune raison.” 

Sans aucune raison? Selon le 
Dr. Fahed Fanek, chroniqueur 
feconomique, les grossistes sont 
obUgfes d’augmenter leurs prix 
dfes main tenant, afin de finance r 
leurs prochain es livraisons de 
produits importfes, dout la facture 
sera en hausse. “S'ils ne le font 
pas, ils travaillent ft perte,” 
estime-t-3. Mais 3 juge que dans 
Fimmfediat, des hausses supfer- 
ieures ft 20% sont injnstififees. 
Elies semblent d’ailleurs mod- 
al fees en fonction des quartiers: 
selon une enqufi trice du quoti- 
dien Rai, la flambfee est plus 
sensible dans les supermarcbfes de 
djfebel Amman et de Shmeissani 
que dans les boutiques en basse- 
ville. Dans les magasins des 
beaux quartiers. de nombreux 
consommateurs interrogfes ont 
d’ailleurs avoufe ne pas avoir re- 
marqufe les augmentations... 

Le sha wanna toncbfe 

La physionomie des fetal ages 
va-t-elle se modifier? M. Abu- 
Abdullah affirme que pour Fio- 
stant, son magasin ne prevoit pas 
de stopper ou de teduire les 
commande de tel ou tel produit 
impoitfe. “Novembre ne verra pas 
de grands changements. Les 


clients ne cbangenl pas leurs 
habitudes d'achat du jour au 
lendemain. En dfecembre, on 
assistera quoi qu’il arrive ft la 
boulimie des ffetes de fin d'annfee. 
D faut done attendre janvier 
pour voir la situation se modi- 
fier,” dit-3. 

Et alors? “De toutes fecons, on 
ne peut pas se passer de certains 
produits importfes, tels les lait- 
gages,” rspond-Q dans un sourire 
dfesarmfe. D’iti Lft, le dinar aura 
peut-fecre remontfe... 

Quant aux consommateurs 
artentifs, ils sont inquiets; “Avec 
les produits impoitfes, tout va 
augmeuter. La plupart des pro- 
ductions locales sont ft base de 
matte re premifere import fee. Et la 
hausse va se rfepercuter sur ie prix 
des loyers, des services. Les 
sal ai res augmen te ro nt- ils en con- 
sfequence?” s’interroge l’un 
d’eux. D’ores et dfejft, le “shawar- 
ma” est passfe de 170 fils en 
moyenne ft 200 fils la semaine 
deroifere.

OPEC to keep 
$18 oil price 


OSLO (R) — OPEC Secretary-General Subroto said 
Wednesday tha t the gronp would keep aiming at an 
oil price of $18 a barrel, despite a slump in crude 
prices blamed chiefly on OPEC overproduction. 


Subroto, an Indonesian, spoke 
to reporters on arrival in Norway 
at the start of a two-day visit to 
discuss Oslo's cooperation with 
the 13-nation group. 

Asked whether the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) might consid- 
er dropping the price level of $18 
a barrel that it has pledged to 
defend, Subroto said: 

“Eighteen dollars is still the 
target we are shooting at." 

Oil prices are currently just 
above $12 a barrel. 

He also gave an upbeat assess- 
'ment of efforts to resolve dis- 
agreement on production quotas 
between Iran and Iraq — perhaps 
the major stumbling block to any 
new OPEC pact. 

"Efforts are being made on the 
diplomatic level... a very active 
diplomatic effort to solve this," 
Subroto said. He gave no further 
details. 

Iraq at present refuses any 
quota, saying that it should be 
allowed equality of production 
with Gulf war foe Iran. 

Iran, historically a bigger pro- 
ducer, has rejected that as unfair. 

A meeting last month of 
OPEC's pricing and long-term 
strategy committees sought to de- 
vise a new basis for fixing output 
quotas on which all 13 OPEC 
states could agree. 

But it failed to bring Iraq back 
into die fold, something which 
may now be left until a key 
ministerial meeting which starts 


in Vienna Nov. 21. 

■ Asked if the ministers' meeting 
would be “make or break” for 
the group, Subroto said: "I would 
like to see make rather than 
break... we are all endeavouring 
to bring some order to the 
market." 

He estimated demand for 
OPEC oil at between 18.5 and 19 
million barrels per day (b/d) in 
the fourth quarter. OPEC current- 
ly has a production limit of 15.06 
million b/d, excluding Iraq, but 
oil market analysts say total 
OPEC production is well above 
20 million b/d. 

Subroto said he had come to 
Norway, Western Europe’s big- 
gest oil producer after Britain, to 
try to persuade Oslo to continue 
production 

Norwegian Oil Minister Arne 
Oeien last month threatened to 
drop a 7.5 per cent cut in planned 
production growth, introduced in 
February 1987, unless OPEC res- 
tored internal discipline. 

“I have come... to renew the 
cooperation between OPEC and 
Norway," Subroto said. “Both 
Norway and OPEC are in the 
same boat. If they can work 
together to stabilise the market, it 
would be to everyone's advantage 
and would help us strengthen the 
market." 

In another comment, Iranian 
President Ali Khamenei blamed 
the superpowers Wednesday for 
instability on the world oil mar- 
kets, Tehran radio reported.

Philippines appeals for new loans 


MANILA (AP) — President Corazon Aquino appealed Monday 
for new loans in advance of a scheduled visit by an International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) panel to determine whether the country 
should qualify for additional money. Aquino said in a statement 
that her government had taken steps to comply with IMF 
recommendations on economic reform and desperately needs new 
loans to finance land reform, health and education. The Philip- 
pines owes about $28.5 billion to foreign banks.

New Iraqi bank launches activities 

BAGHDAD (R) — A second Iraqi commercial bank. A! 
Rasheed, began operations in Baghdad Tuesday with a nominal 
capital of 100 million dinars ($320 million). A senior source at the 
bank’s capital headquarters said it would conduct all types of 
commercial banking services in other, domestic and foreign 
branches starting next January. Creation of the bank will break 
the monopoly on Iraqi commercial banking by the Rafidain Bank 
since the nationalisation of banks in 1964. Western banking 
sources said the uew bank was part of acampaign which President 
Saddam Hussein started last year to improve the economic 
efficiency of state-run enterprises.

WORLD STOCK MARKETS 


MOSCOW (R) — Inflation in the Soviet Union is running at 
between 0.9 and 1.5 per cent largely because of the disappearance 
of cheap goods, Soviet Finance Minister Boris Gostev said 
Tuesday. The minister told a news conference it was difficult to 
put an exact figure on inflation because there was no special index 
to record it. The percentage variation was due to calculations 
based on separate baskets of goods, he said. “We do. have 
inflation in the Soviet Union, but it is of a different nature to that 
in Western countries." Gostev said. “It can be seen in structural 
changes in our market — not so much in higher prices as in the 
disappearance of cheap goods." Last month. Soviet statistician 
Nikolai Belov announced plans to develop a price index based on 
annual economic performance. He said a number of enterprises 
were introducing price rises without good reason to resolve their 
problems.

Platini called on to 
save national team 


PARIS (R) — The shock 
appointment of Michel Platini as 
national team, chief was France's 
only chance of qualifying for the 
1990 World Cup, French Football 
Federation' President Jean Four- 
net-Fayard said Wednesday. 

Platini,- 33, who retired from 
soccer last year after a dazzling 
career, was named to .replace 
Henri Michel, under heavy fire 
since a 1-1 draw with Cyprus 10 
days earlier put France’s Worid 
Cup hopes in serious jeopardy. 


. “I was very ' shaken by the 
Cyprus result and I thought 
something exceptional had to be 
done,” said Fouruet-Fayard in 
justification of the sudden deci- 
sion to shake up the organisation 
of the national team. 

. “I thought that only the pre- 
sence of Michel Platini could do 
that for us,'* he added. “The aim 
of quahfymg is . important and 
urgent. I think Michel (Platini)

was dear Michel's place was no 
longer secure, the former Juven- 
tus star had never showed any 
interest in the job or any other 
trainer’s post. 

It is Virtually unprecedented 
for a major soccer nation to 
appoint such a young and, in 
coaching terms, inexperienced 
team chief. 

But French soccer officials de- 
cided a drastic solution was 
necessary to prevent the national 
team sinking Into obscurity after 
the recent glory years. 

Since winning the European 
championship in 1984 and 
reaching the semifinals of the last 
two World Cups, a Platini-less 
France has produced a series of 
dismal performances.

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Edberg takes a fall 
at Stockholm Open 


STOCKHOLM (AP) 
— Un seeded Paolo 
Cane of Italy stunned 
Wimbledon champion 
Stefan Edberg in three 
sets in a second-round 
match of the $642,500 
Stockholm Open-Scan- 
dinavian Tennis Cham- 
pionships Tuesday 
night. 

Cane, wbo was ranked only 
101st in the world going into 
the tournament, won 4-6, 6-3, 
6-1. It was only the second 
time Edberg dropped his 
opening match in a tourna- 
ment this year, having lost to 
Australian Mark Woodforde 
in three sets at the Canadian 


Open in early August. - 

Cane, a 23-year-old from 
Bologna, had previously 
beaten players like Pat Cash 
(Australia) and Joakim Nys- 
trom (Sweden). But this was 
his biggest win. 

“I had nothing to lose and I 
played very relaxed,” said 
Cane. “I knew I had a chance 
to beat him if he didn’t serve 
well.” 

Edberg didn’t, especially in 
ihe third set. The Swede, rank- 
ed third in the world and a 
two-time defending champion 
here, was broken three times 
in the final set by the Italian 
Davis Cupper. 

"He played with his heart 
today. I didn’t,” said Edberg, 
who had beaten Cane last time 
in the Seoul Olympics in late 
September. 


“It felt very heavy out there. 
I wasn’t motivated. If you 
don't fight, you can't win ten- 
nis matches.” 

Edberg, seeded second 
here, said he has simply play- 
ed too much in the last five 
weeks. After the Olympics, 
where be was a semifinalist, he 


played a Grand Prix tourna- 
ment in Switzerland and ex- 
hibitions in Peking and Hong 
Kong. 

“I haven't had time to rest,” 
he said, “Tonight, I didn't feel 
at home although the fans 
tried to fire me up during the 
match.”

over heavy water 


OSLO (R) — Norway and India traded charges 
Wednesday over reports that 15 tonnes of heavy 
water, which can be used to make atomic weapons, 
was illegally rerouted to Bombay in 1983. 


The head of Norway’s Foreign 
Affairs Committee said he sus- 
pected the water, produced by 
industrial giant Norsk Hydro A/ 
S. might have been used to make 
atomic weapons. The govern- 
ment promised to demand ao 
explanation from India. 

But India, which denies it pos- 
sesses nuclear weapons, denied 
Norwegian charges the water had 
been rerouted to Bombay in 
violation of international regula- 
tions. 

"Reports that India had im- 
ported heavy water from sources 
other than the Soviet Union are 
aimed at maligning this country,” 
S. Rajgonal of India's Atomic 
Energy Commission told Reuters 
in Bombay. 

He added India imported only 
small quantities of heavy water, 
which can be used in making 
plutonium, from the Soviet Un- 
ion under the strict safeguards of 
the Vienna-based International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). 

Conservative former Prime 
Minister Kaare Wilioch, now 


head of parliament's Foreign 
Affairs Committee, told Reuters: 
“We suspect that the Norwegian 
heavy water (sent to India) may 
have been used to make atomic 
weapons." 

Norway's assistant state pro- 
secutor Tor Aksel Busch said 
Tuesday the heavy water, sold to 
a West German firm Rohstoff- 
Einf uhr GmbH in December 1983 
by Hydro, travelled from Basel, 
Switzerland, to Bombay on a 
flight which also carried several 
tonnes delivered from the Soviet 
Union. 

Hydro has manufactured about 
430 tonnes of the water since the 
early 1950s. Duesseldorf-based 
Rohstoff-Einfuhr, owned by 
West German businessman 
Alfred Herapel, imports and dis- 
tributes materials for scientific 
research. 

International regulations for- 
bid the shipment of more than 
one tonne of heavy water to 
India, which has refused to sign a 
nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NPT) aimed at halting the 


spread of nuclear weapons. 

“We will raise the issue with 
India to clarify what has hap- 
pened," Trade Minister Jan Bal- 
stad said in a statement. 

“It is veiy regrettable that 
Norwegian heavy water seems to 
have gone to a country that has 
not signed the Non-Proliferation 
Treaty," he added. ‘This is not a 
nice affair for Norway." 


Polish unions unite in battle for Gdansk 


GDANSK (R) — Solidarity 
joined forces with Poland's 
official OPZZ trade unions 
Wednesday to stop the closure 
of the Lenin shipyard where 
the banned union was born in 
1980, Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa said. 

Walesa said thousands of 
Solidarity supporters and 
OPZZ members rallied at the 
yard and agreed on joint action 
to save It from the Dec. 1 
shutdown ordered by Prime 
Minister Mieczyslaw 
RakowsfcL 

Shipyard Director Czeslaw 
Tolwinski meanwhile 


announced he had refused to 
carry out the liquidation of 
Poland’s biggest shipyard, 
saying it was economically un- 
justified. Management bad a 
plan to save the yard, he said in 
a communique. 

•Tor the first time we man- 
aged to sing in one chorus — 
management, OPZZ and Soli- 
darity,’’ Walesa told reporters 
after the gathering. 

“We will fight together for 
the cradle of Solidarity because 
it (the closure decision) was a 
political mistake apd it should 
not have happened.” 

Reporters were unable to 


attend the rally. Bat Walesa 
said 8,000 to 10,000 men were 
present and it was the biggest 
there since SoHdarify’s heyday 
in 1980 when strikers forced 
the government to accept' the 
communist world’s first inde- 
pendent trade union. 


Rakowski announced the 
closure of the heavfly-oubsi- 
dfsed, loss-malting yard Mon- 
day, saying it was a purely 
economic move and the first of 
many closures planned in a 
long-overdue dreamlining of 
Poknd’s economy. 

Walesa says the move is a 


political provocation aimed at 
the heart of SoGdazUy and it 
will cause tension and conflicts 
in Poland. 

Walesa said there wore no 
Immediate plans for protests in 
G dansk, where British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher is 
due to meet Mm far talks Fri- 
day during a three-day visit to 
Poland. 

The yard’s 11,000 employees 
went back to work after the 
rally and Walesa said Solidar- 
ity and the. local OPZZ branch 
would bads the management 
plan to save their jobs. He did 
not give details of the plan. 



Balstad said Norway would 
probe farther with Swiss and 
West German authorities to clar- 
ify what happened to the water. 
"We still don't know if Bombay 
was the final destination," he 
said. 

Busch's comments were the 
first official confirmation of pre- 
vious allegations in the Norwe- 
gian and foreign media, denied 
by India and the West German 
firm that purchased the water. 

India denies having atomic 
bombs, but carried out its first 
nuclear explosion in 1974, saying 
it was for peaceful purposes.

Marcos co-defendants still at large 


COLOMBO (R) — The Sri Lank- 
an government said Wednesday 
that “subversive dements.” were 
planning to disrupt normal life 
Thursday and or dered tightened 
security measures. ‘ 

“The government has made all 
preparations and will take all 
steps necessary to protect the in- 
terests of the public,” it said in a 
statement. . 

A man claiming to speak for the 
People’s Liberation Front called 
an international news agency in 
Colombo to announce a general 
strike for Thursday. 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — 
While former Philippine first lady 
Imelda Marcos tried to come up 
with $5 million bail Tuesday, 
eight of her co-defendants re- 
mained at large outside the Un- 
ited States, a prosecutor said. 

“There are arrest warrants out 
for all of them," said assistant 
U.S. attorney Charles Labella, 
who is prosecuting the racketeer- 
ing case against Mis. Marcos, her 
husband, Ferdinand, and five 
alleged co- racketeers, including* 
financier Adnan Khashoggi. 

According to Labella, the de- 
fendants at large in the case still 
have the option of surrendering, 
although no timetable has been 
established for that procedure. 


At some point, all mil be subject 
to arrest, he said. 

Each defendant will have to 
come to federal court in Manhat- 
tan for arraignment before Judge 
John F. Keenan, just as Mrs. 
Marcos was required to do, 
Labella said. 

There could also be problems 
with extraditing the other defen- 
dants that were not faced with 
Mrs. Marcos, who has been living 
in Hawaii with her husband since 
their government was overthrown 
in 1986. he added. 

In addition to Khashoggi, S3, 
the others still at large are Philip- 
pine businesswoman Gliceria R. 
Tan toco; her husband, Philippine 
ambassador to the Vatican Bien- 


venido Tamoco Senior; their son, 
Bienvenido “Rico" Tantoco Jr.; 
Philippine businessman Roberto 
S. Benedicto; California overseas 
bank official Rodolfo T. Aram- 
bulo; Khashoggi employee Karl 
Bock Peterson; and Panamanian 
attorney Alberto Arias. 

Tan taco, his wife, Khashoggi, 
Benedicto and Arambulo are 
named in the racketeering indict- 
ment;. 

On Monday, Mis. Marcos — 
wearing a regal blue gown and 
black high-heeled shoes — 
pleaded innocent to charges she 
and her husband pillaged the 
Philippine national treasury of 
$103 million and funncled it into 
the United States. 


AD shops, offices, transport ser- 
vices and other institutions would 
dose, he said, hi mourning for the 
death of a senior front leader and 
three other people 10 days ago.

Bush told an audience at the 
University of Notre Dame in 
south bend. Indiana, “We're at a 
very sensitive stage in the de- 
velopment of superpower rela- 
tions." 

“This is no time for either 
misplaced hopes or misplaced 


fears or total inexperience," a 
reference to what Republicans 
charge is rival Democrat Michael 
Dukakis's lack of foreign policy 
experience. 

DukaJds was asked In a televi- 
sion interview whether he was 
tough enough to go one-on-one 
with the Soviet leader. 

"I'm looking forward to nego- 
tiating with Gorbachev," he re- 
plied in the interview taped be- 
fore Bush’s statement. “I think 
the next president of the United 
States is going to have an extraor- 
dinary opportunity to provide 


leadership to build a more stable 
and a more peaceful world." 

Both candidates barnstormed 
vote-rich midwest industrial' 
states Tuesday, with Dukakis tell- 
ing one rally; “I smell victory in 
the air." 

But a new poll gave him little 
backing. 

A CBS new poll of 1,065 reg- 
istered voters conducted Oct. 29- 
31 and released Tuesday night 
said the vice-president held a 53-41 
per cent lead over Dukakis. 

CBS said a shift in voter senti- 
ment remains possible.

Basque guerrillas call for talks 


U.S. reports Panama skirmish 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (R) — Basque guerrillas offered a 
two-mouth truce Wednesday in return for talks with the Spanish 
government on ways to end their 20-year-old war for a separate 
state. ETA (Basque Homeland and Freedom) made the offer in a 
communique published in the radical Basque newspaper Egin in 
which the group claimed responsibility for killing a policeman last 
week in Bilbao. Interior Minister Jose Luis Corcuera told state 
radio that ETA should first end attacks before any talks could be 
considered. 


Olivier home from hospital 


BRIGHTON (AP) — Actor Laurence Olivier, 81, was discharged 
Tuesday from a hospital to which he was admitted for blood tests 
last weekend, a spokesman said. A duty officer at the Royal Sussex 
Hospital in Brighton, on the English south coast, said: “They were 
routine tests and as the results won't be available for a few days, 
Lord Olivier was sent home. He was quite fit enough to go." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Defence Department said 
Tuesday that marine sentries at an air force base in Panama traded 
gunfire off and on with unidentified intruders for almost two hours 
Monday night, but no injuries or casualties were reported. The 
incident was the fourth involving an exchange of gunfire during the 
month of October and occurred on the southern boundary of a 
petroleum tank farm at Howard Air Force base, said Fred 
Hoffman, a department spokesman. “Last night, at about 8:15 
p.m., eleven marines in listening posts heard movement, voices and 
visually confirmed the presence of armed intruders in the jungle 
...," Hoffman said. “When the marines verbally challenged the 
intruders, the marines were fired on by automatic and small arms 
fire. 


Indian police arrest Sikh militants 


Journalist imprisoned in S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — A black free-lance journalist has 
been sentenced to four years in prison for foiling to report the 
whereabouts of two suspected African National Congress (ANS) 
guerrillas. According to testimony, Theraba Khumalo was 
approached in early 1987 by Winnie Mandela, wife of jailed ANC 
leader Nelson Mandela, and asked to help find accommodation for 
youths fleeing to the Johannesburg area from political unrest in 
Natal province. The charges against Khumalo concerned two young 
men whom he subsequently aided. One purportedly confided to 
Khumalo that he was an ANC guerrilla, while the other purported- 
ly was seen by (he journalist handling a firearm. 


CHANDIGARH (R) — Indian police Wednesday arrested three 
alleged Sikh militants they believe were responsible for two of 
three bombs that killed 21 people. Police said they arrested the 
three after capturing a Sikh militant carrying explosives Tuesday 
night in the northern town of Dharmsala. home of the Dalai Lam a, 
the exiled Tibetan spiritual leader. The captured man, who was not 
identified, named three men under interrogation as being responsi- 
ble for two bombs which exploded in the Punjab city of Pathankot 
Tuesday, killing seven people, police said. A third bomb Tuesday 
caused the worst carnage. It exploded on a bus from Pathankot to 
Jammu City in Jammu and Kashmir state, killing 14 people and 
injuring 50.

Salvador rebels attack army target 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Leftist rebels poured mortar bombs into 
National Guard headquarters in San Salvador Tuesday afternoon, 
killing four soldiers and wounding at least 37 in tbeir most daring 
attack in the capital in several years. The raid came hours after El 
Salvador's new military chief spumed peace talks with the rebels, 
and two weeks before Latin American foreign ministers were to 
meet here for the Organisation of American States general 
assembly. 


SEOUL (AP) — Thousands of radical students yelling “Arrest 
Chun Doo-Hwan" threw firebombs at riot police and staged 
campus rallies Wednesday demanding the arrest of the former 
president. At Seoul’s Yonsei University, 600 students brandishing 
iron bars and dubs, walked into traffic on a highway in front of the 
campus and lobbed firebombs over the tops of buses, taxis and 
cars. Riot police fired tear gas to drive the students back, but in an 
apparent attempt to avoid a bloody confrontation, stayed on one 
side of the highway, letting traffic continue much of the time. 
; Punish Roh Tae-Woo,” students yelled, “Drive out the imperial- 
ist Yankees. 


ROME (AP) — Italy's defence 
minister said Wednesday that in- 
formation supplied by military 
offidals discounts a state televi- 
sion report that a fighter jet from 
a North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion (NATO) country had 
downed an Italian passenger jet 
in 1980. 

However, the minister, Valerio 
Zanone, did not explicitly deny 
the report. He said he would 
order a proibe into any responsi- 
bility by defence offidals if a 
magistrate’s investigation of the 
televirion report confirmed its 
accuracy. 


The RAI television network’s 
documentary Tuesday night 
alleged a cover-up about the June 
27, 1980, crash in the Tyrrhenian 
Sea of the domestic DC-9 that 
killed all 81 people aboard. 

It said the fighter jet had fired a 
missile at a drone during an exer- 
cise. And that the miss ile hit the 
jetliner instead. A drone is a 
pilotless remote-control aircraft 
used for target practice by the 
Italian air force. 

Zanone issued a statement af- 
ter an urgent Defence Ministry 
meeting called to discuss the tele- 
vision report. He said the air 


force had determined that no 
Italian or NATO air exercises 
took place at the time the com- 
mercial plane went down. 

The defence minister said the 
command of the U.S. Sixth Fleet 
also denied that any of its planes 
or ships were operating in the 
area at the time. 

General Lamberto Bartolucd, 
who beaded the Italian air force 
at the time of the crash, said the 
drone mentioned in the report 
had been launched “seven, eight 
months before the incident," the 
Italian news agency ANSA re- 
ported. 


U.N. to honour Mickey Mouse 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Mickey Mouse won’t become a 
.U.N. ambassador after all, but 
the world body will recognise his 
six decades in show business with 
a special award, officials said 
Tuesday. 

Either Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar or James 
Grant, head of the U.N. Chil- 
dren’s Fund, UNICEF, will pre- 
sent a plaque honouring the cellu- 
loid rodent as “an emissary of 
goodwill to the world's children" 
at a ceremony here on Nov. 17, 
eve of Mickey’s 60th birthday. 

An official from Walt Disney 
productions, suitably dad in a 
Mickey Mouse suit, will accept 
the award,- officials said. 

Michael Eisner, the studio 
head, planned to fly in from Los 
Angeles for the event and reran) 
there almost. .immediately for- a 
birthday party the next day on the 
Disney studio lot. 

There were reports last month 
that UNICEF proposed to desig- 


nate the famous mouse as a good- 
will ambassador, joining thewkes 
of Liv Ullmann, Audrey Hep- 
burn and Peter Ustinov, but an 
agency official said this presented 
image problems. 

John Anderson, UNICEF chief 
of special events operations, said 
Mickey's upbeat cheeriness was 
inconsistent with the ambassado- 
rial role, which involved high- 
lighting such problems as pover- 
ty, disease and disaster. 

“Profesor Ludwig Von Drake 
or Jimminy Cricket might be bet- 
ter at that,” Andeson said. 

Don Scheffey of Disney pro- 
ductions in New York said it 
would be difficult to make the 
cartoon character an ambassador 
“because, clearly, he is different 
from a human." Scheffey said 
designating the mouse an emis- 
sary of -goodwill was an accept- 
able alternative. * 

Both Anderson and Scheffey 
stressed that it was not a ca se of 
rejection — simply that UNICEF 


had come up with a more 
appropriate way to honour a uni- 
que character. 

Anderson said that Disney and 
UNICEF will be considering 
several joint projects for the fix- 
ture, continuing' an association 
begun in 1964 when the U.N. 
agency developed the “it’s- a 
small, small world," attraction 
for the New York World's Fair.
